After this Acknowledgment and Refolution, it 
is ftrange to hear Naaman defiring Leave to at- 
tend his Mafter fo the Houfe of Rimmon, to bow 
with him there: and altho? his Intention in this 
was rather to pay Refpect to his Prince, than any 
Honor to the Idol 3 yet he was fenfible hinafelf 
that the A@tion carried in it the Appearance of 
Evil, if nothing worfe ; for which Reafon he 
begs it may be pardoned.

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The military Charaéter, when viewed in this 
Light, isan honorable one ; and the Succefs of a 
Soldier, who aéts in the juft and neceffary Defence 
cf his Country, is truly glorious. 


Ye is certainly for the Intereft of a Community, 
so treat with Refpect thofe martial Accomplifh- 
ments, which in the prefent State of Things, are, 
fo neceffary to its Defence: Honor is the Parent 
of brave and meritorious AGtions, and the Poli- 
ticians of the World have endeavoured by this 
(Means to propagate them. They have known 
that the Love of Life fo deeply implanted in our 
Nature, is apt to make Men fhrink back from 
zhofe dangerous Services, to which the Safety of 
eheir Country may call them: and accordingly 
they have endeavored to leffen this, by artfully 
addreffing to the Love of Fame, an Affection as 
natural to Men as the former, and oftentimes 
{uperior to it. By this Motive alone, many have 
been led to ferve their Country in the moft im- 
portant Inftances, who, it is to be feared, would 
never have ferved it upon better Principles. The 
Romans therefore hhad their particular Marks of 
‘Ponor, to reward the Bravery of their Soldiers, 
_according to their different Ranks and Degrees of 
“Merit ; and as Victories gave Occafion to their 
Triumphs, fo Triumphs, in their Turn, begot 
Victories. . : : :

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Some perhaps may imagine, that tho? War is 
oftentimes neceffary, and therefore lawful, ye jp 
dogs not become Chriftian Communities to take 
any ftich Methods as thefe, to encourage and re_ 
ward the Soldier ; inafmuch as they have a naty- 
ral Tendency to inflame the Ambition of Men 3 
to take them off from better Principles, and 
form them only into Pagan Heroes ; whofe Love 
of Glory was generally extravagant, and. their 
Purfuit of it wild and fantaftical._—But it is by no 
means the Defign of Religion: wholly. to er adicate 
the natural Paffions and Affegtions of human Na- 
ture; only to dire& them to their proper Objeéts, 
and correct their Exceffes, The Love Of Fame, 
ora Defire of the Efteem and Commendation of 
others, tho? it may. be tog ftrong: hurrying Men 
intoa foolith and abfurg Be airs and, fo difap- 
Pointing itfelf, is nevertheless under PFOPet Re- 
Gulations, a juft Principle of aaion Itis not 
indeed, the higheft and the beft ; but it has it’s 
Place, and in Conjuné&tion with othe! Principles,

this Mative wholly afide, but plainly allows, as 
the Author of Nature certainly intended, that ic 
fhould influence us in fome good and reafonable 
Degree, Te even addreffes to this natural Affect. 
oe a Tecommends the feyeral GtaceS Of the 
Chriftian Life, ony the Confideration -OF their

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Decency — encouraging us to Jet our Light Seine 
before Men ; to think upon and prattife whatfe- 
ever is honorable and lovely, as: well as juft and 


true , whatfoever is ornamental to human Nature, 


and perfective of if. The Rewards alfo, which 
the Gofpel promifes to the Juft in the coming 
State, are glorious ones :—They, who have been 
faithful to the Death, are reprefented in white 
Robes,—their Hands filled with Palms, and their 
‘Temples adorned with Crowns. So that our re- 
ligious Profeffion is no way inconfiftent with the 
Purfuit of Glory, provided it be real and fub- 
ftantial, not falfe and imaginary. If there be any 
Virtue, and if there be any Praife, we are en- 
coufaged to follow it : And as fuch, Fortitude 
in particular is recommended to us. This Quali- 
ty, fo effential to the military Character, the Go= 
el with all it?s Peace and Good-will to Men, with 
all it’s meek forgiving Spirir, is very far from 
condemning : It only gives us a juft Idea of i ; 


. determines it’s Limits’; fettles it upon proper
